TO 



Consolidate and amend the Laws for regulating 
Fisheries in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the 
several Acts now in force in Ireland relating to the 
Fisheries thereof, and that all Enactments now in force 
in Ireland relating to the Fisheries thereof should be repealed, and 
5 the Provisions thereof embodied in One Act and amended ; Be it 
therefore enacted bj the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows ; 

10 I. From and after the passing of this Act the several Acts men- 
tioned in the Schedule D. hereunto annexed shall be repealed, and 
the same are hereby repealed accordingly, save and except so far as 
the said Acts or any of them respectively may repeal the whole or 
any Part of any other Act of Parliament, and also save and except as 
-15 to all Offences committed or Penalties incurred against the Provisions 
of the said Acts or any of them before the passing of this Act, all 
which Offences shall be prosecuted, dealt with, considered, and 
punished, and all which Penalties shall be levied in like Manner in all 
[Bill 334.] A respects, 
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respects, and to all Intents and Purposes, as if this Act bad not been 
passed ; and save also as to all Matters and Things done, all Orders, 
Decisions, Regulations, Byelaws, or Definitions made, all Commis- 
sioners, Conservators, Inspectors, Water Bailiffs, and other Officers 
appointed, all Rates and Duties imposed under the Provisions of the 
said Acts or any of them before the passing of this Act ; all which 
Matters and Things, Orders, Decisions, Regulations, Byelaws, and 
Definitions shall be deemed good, valid, and effectual to all Intents 
and Purposes, and all which Rates and Duties shall be payable, and 
shall be levied in like Manner in all respects as if this Act had not 
passed ; and all which Commissioners, Conservators, Inspectors, 
Water Bailiffs, and other Officers shall continue in their respective 
Offices, with the like Powers, Privileges, and Salaries, to all Intents 
and Purposes as if they had respectively been appointed under the 
Provisions of this Act, unless and until the said Matters, Things, 
Rates, Duties, Orders, Decisions, Regulations, Byelaws, Commis- 
sioners, Conservators, Inspectors, Water Bailiffs, and other Officers 
shall be changed, discontinued, or removed under the Provisions of 
this Act or otherwise. 

interpreta- II. In the Construction and for the Purposes of this Act, unless 

Tenns there be something iu the Subject or Contest repugnant to such 
Construction, the Words “ Person,” “ Owner,” and “ Proprietor,” 
shall mean and include any Body Corporate, aggregate or sole, as 
well as an Individual, and also any Company or Partnership ; and 
any Word importing the Singular Number only shall mean and 
include several Persons or Parties as well as Qiie Person or Party, 
and several Things as well as One Thing respectively, and the con- 
verse ; and any Word importing the Masculine Gender only shall 
mean and include a Female as well as a Male ; the Word “ Commis- 
sioners” shall mean the Commissioners for carrying this Act into 
execution, or any Two of them ; and the Word “Lands” shall mean 
and include all Messuages, Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments ; 
and the Word “Waste” shall include and extend to any and to all 
uncultivated or unprofitable Lands ; and the Word “ County” shall 
include and extend to a County of any City or Town ; and the 
Words “ Estuary” and “ Bay” shall include and extend to any 
Harbour or Roadstead; and the Word “Rivers” shall include and 
extend to Tributaries of Rivers, and to all other Streams and Water- 
courses, and Lakes ; and the Word “Vessel” shall mean and include 
any Ship, Boat, Cot, Coble, or Curragh ; and the Word “ Fish” shall 
extend to and include Eels, Lobsters, and Oysters and Oyster 
Brood ; and the Word “ Salmon” shall extend to and include Grilse, 
Pcall, Sea Trout, Samlets, Par, Sprats, Jenkin, Gravelliii, Smolt, and 
all other Fish of the Salmon Kind, and the Spawn and Fry thereof; 

and 
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and tte Word " Trout” shall extend to and include all Fish of the 
Trout Kind, and the Spawn and Fry thereof; and the Word “ Pollen” 
shall extend to and include the Freshwater Herring, known by the 
Name of Pollen, and all Fish of the Pollen Kind, and the Spawn and 
5 Fry thereof; and the Word “Net” shall mean and include all De- 
scriptions of Tackle,. Trawl, Trammel, Stake, Bag, Coghill, Eel, 
Haul, Draft, and Seine Nets, and all other Engines or Devices, of 
whatsoever Construction or Materials, or howsoever known or styled, 
which shall be used for the like Purposes as those in this Act referred 
10 to ; and the Words “ Fixed Net” or “ Fixed Engine” shall extend to 
and include Weirs, Stake, Bag, Fly, Stop, and Still Nets, and all 
other Engines or Devices used for the like Purposes, of whatsoever 
Construction or Materials the same may be, or however kuowm or 
styled, and whether anchored in the Water, attached to a Boat, fixed 
15 to the Soil, or held by Hand, or made stationary in any Way; and 
the Word “ Otter” mentioned in this Act shall mean a Device for 
extending a Line for the Capture of Fish by a Timber, Board, or 
other floating Substance attached thereto ; and the Words “ Stroke- 
haul,” “Dree Draw,” or “ Snatch,” shall mean any Device for taking 
20 Fish by means of a Hook or Hooks applied to strike into the Body 
of the Fish; and the Words “ Close Time” or “Close Season” shall 
mean and include any Time or Season within which it is or shall be 
prohibited to fish for, take, or destroy any Salmon, Trout, Oysters, or 
any other Fish, or the Brood, Spawn, or Fry thereof ; and the Word 
25 “ Fisheries ” shall mean and include all Fisheries, whether several or 
public ; and the Words “ Several Fisheries ” shall mean an exclusive 
Fishery'possessed and enjoyed as such by virtue of Grant, Patent, 
Charter, or Act of Parliament ; and in aU Rivers or Parts of Rivers 
or Lakes, where the Tide does not ebb and flow, whether in navigable 
30 Waters or Waters not navigable, and where no such exclusive Fishery 
shall be possessed or enjoyed, the Proprietors in Fee, or in Fee Tail, 
or as Tenant for Life under Will or Settlement or any other Deed 
or Instrument (except a Grant or Lease reserving Rent) of the 
adjoining Lands, shall be considered to be possessed of a Several 
35 Fishery within the Bounds and Limits of such Lands, or so far as 
they are seised or possessed of the Soil and Bed of such Rivers and 
Lakes; and the Words “Owner” or “Proprietor” shall mean and 
include every Person who shall be in the actual Possession or Use 
and Enjoyment, or Receipt of the Rents or Profits of any Lands or 
40 Fisheries (as the Case may be), save that in every Case in which 
any Person shall be in the Possession or Receipt of the Rents or 
Profits of any Fisheries or Lauds under any Sequestration, Extent, 
Elegit, or other Writ of Execution, or as a Receiver under any 
Order of a- Court of Equity, the Person against whom such Writ 
45 shall have issued, or who but for such Order would have been in 
possession, shall be deemed for the Purposes of this Act to be the

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Owner of such fisheries or Lands ; and the Words “ Judge of Assize” 
shall, as to Cases arising or to be determined in the County of Dublin 
or County of the City of Dublin, mean and include a Judge of any 
of the Law Courts of Record in Dublin at Nisi Prius ; and the Words 
“ Justice of the Peace” shall include any Magistrate within the Dublin 5 
Metropolitan Police District.

III. The Commissioners for the Execution of this Act shall consist 
of the following Persons, viz., the Commissioners of Public Works 

in Ireland for the Time being, together with the Two existing 10 
Inspecting Commissioners of Fisheries. 

IV. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury to remove the said Commissioners or Inspecting Commis- 
sioners, or any One or more of them, and to appoint another or others 

in the Room of the Person or Persons so removed or dying or re- 15 
signing, and to pay to such Commissioners and Inspecting Com- 
missioners respectively such Sums by way of annual Salaries as 
the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall think fit ; 
and the said Commissioners of Public Works and the said Inspecting 
Commissioners shall have equal and co-ordinate Powers, Authorities, 20 
and Privileges, so far as regards the carrying into execution the 
Enactments of this Act ; and all such Powers, Authorities, and Pri- 
vileges shall and may be exercised by any One or more of them : 
And it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, with the Consent 
and Approbation of the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Trea- 25 
sury, to appoint such additional Inspectors, Clerks, or other Officers 
as may be necessary for the Purposes of this Act, and to pay to 
them such Sum or Sums b}- way of Salary or Remuneration as the 
said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall fix and appoint. 

V. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, or any Inspector 30 
or other Officer appointed by them for the Purposes of this Act, or 
any Conservator appointed as herein-after mentioned, to use and 
exercise all and every the Powers and Authorities for enforcing the 
Provisions of this Act and the Apprehension of Offenders conferred 
by this Act upon the Officers and Meu of Her Majesty’s Cruisers and 35 
of the Coast Guard Service, and Constabulary Force aud Water 
Bailiffs respectively. 

VI. li any Person shall assault, resist, or obstruct any of the said 
Commissioners, Inspectors, or other Officers, or any Person acting by 
their Authority, or any Officer or Man of Her Majesty’s Navy or 40 
Coast Guard, or Constabulary or Police Force, or any Conservator 

or Water Bailiff, or any Person acting under them or any of them, in

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the Execution of any of the Pou-ers conferred on him or them by this &c., oi-Pcr- 
Act, or by any lliile, Order, or B_yelaw to be made in pursuance of 
this Act, or shall. refuse to open the Door or Entrance leading to any them, in 
Weir, Milldam, or Dike, or if the Master of any Fishing Vessel shall 
5 refuse to produce his Certificate of Registry, when thereunto required 
by any such Commissioner, Officer, or Person, every Person so 
offending shall for every such Offence forfeit and pay any Sum not 
exceeding Te?i Pounds.

Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh shall be furnished by the registering 
Officer for the Time being with a Certificate of such Registry signed 
35 by him, and pay such >Sum as the Commissioners may direct, not 
exceeding the Sum of One Shilling iov each such Certificate; and 
such Certificate, or a Copy thereof obtained from such registering 
Officer, shall be conclusive Evidence of such Registration ; and tlie 
Number and Mark or Letter which shall be assigned to each Vessel, 

40 Boat, Cot, or Curragh by the registering Officer, together witlr the 
Names of the Vessel, of the Owner, or some One of the Owners, 
where more than One, and of the Port to which such Vc.ssel, Boat, 

Cot, or Curragh belongs, shall be painted on the Stern of such Vessel,

not"fe^h shall he used for fishing on any Part of the Coast of Ireland, or within

One thousand eight hundred and , which Vessel, Boat, Cot, or 

Curragh shall not have been so duly registered as aforesaid, or on the 
Stern whereof the Name of such Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh, that 
of the Owner or One of the Owners, and of the Port to which such 
Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh may belong, shall not be so painted, 
and on the Sails, Bows, or Quarters, and Buoys and small Boards 
attached to the Nets whereof, such Number and Mark or Letter shall 
not be so painted, the Owner, Master, or chief Officer of such Vessel, 
Boat, Cot, or Curragh so used shall for every such Offence forfeit and 
pay a Sum not exceeding Ten Pounds, and may also forfeit such 
Net and Vessel, or such Boat, Cot, or Curragh, as the Case may be, 
if the Justices before whom the Case may be brought shall think fit 
so to order : Provided always, that when any such Vessel shall not 
be permanently engaged in fishing, the Number and Mark or Letter 
may be temporarily attached to the Sails, Bows, and Quarters of such 
Vessel, in such Manner and for such Time as shall be permitted by 
the said Commissioners ; and provided also, that Vessels belonging to 
Places out of Ireland may, for the Purposes of this Act, be registered 
at the Coast Guard Station of any District or Division within or 
adjoining which such Vessel shall be engaged in Fishing for the Time 
being, the Owner, Master, or chief Officer of any such Vessel being 
subject nevertheless in both last-mentioned Cases to forfeit and pay a 
Sum not exceeding Tan Pounds if he shall neglect to comply Avith 
the Provisions aforesaid ; and any Officer or Men of the Coast Guards 
is or are hereby authorized to seize and detain in his Custody all 
Boats, Vessels, &c., not registered and marked as herein directed, 
and the same may be forfeited and sold or otherwise disposed of, as 
the Justices before whom the Case may be brought shall think fit, 
and the Proceeds thereof, if forfeited and sold, after deducting all 
Expenses, shall be applied as herein-after directed in case of Fines 
and Penalties ; or such Boats or Vessels so seized may, if the Magis- 
trates shall so think fit, be restored to the Owner on the Penalties and 
Costs incurred being paid. 

Conunis- IX. It shall be lawful to and for the said Commissioners or any

tection thereof ; and for the more effectual Prosecution of such Inquiry 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners or Inspectors, or any 
5 One of them, to issue Summonses requiring the Attendance of such 
Witnesses as they shall think fit, and to examine on Oath touching 
any Matter or Thing in any way connected with the Inquiry into the 
State of the Fisheries, which Oath the said Commissioners or Inspec- 
tors, or any One of them, are or is hereby authorized and empowered 
10 to administer ; and all such Witnesses so summoned as aforesaid shall 
be liable to the same Penalties for neglecting or refusing to attend or 
to give Evidence before the said Commissioners or Inspectors as are 
provided in the Case of any Person refusing to attend or give 
Evidence before any Justice or Justices of the Peace. 



15 X. The said Commissioners shall, on or before the last Day of Commis- 
March in every Year, make a Report to the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland of their Proceedings for the 
preceding Year, and of the Receipt and Expenditure of any Sums of 
Money which the said Commissioners shall, under the Provisions 
20 of this Act, receive or expend ; and such Report shall also contain, 
as far as may be practicable, a Statistical Account of the said Fisheries, 
arianged and classified, under such different Heads as may appear to 
the said Commissioners to be most suited and adapted for the Purpose, 
or as may from Time to Time be directed by the said Lord Lieutenant

XI. It shall he lawful for the said Commissioners, from Time to Commis- 
Time as may become necessary, to make and ordain such Byelaws ' 

80 Hules, Ordei-s, and Regulations (in addition to those by this Act S' 
specifically required to he made), as to them the said Commissioners laws for Pro- 
shall seem expedient for the more effectual Government, Management, 

Irotection, and Improvement of the Fisheries of Ireland, and the 
Registry of all Boats engaged therein, and from Time to Time to 
35 repeal, rescind, or vary the same, or substitute others in lieu thereof, 
and to impose and prescribe any Conditions and Restrictions for the 
Regulation of the said Fisheries, and the Preservation of good Order 
among the Persons engaged therein, and in relation to the Times and 
Seasons at which the taking the several Species of Fish shall com- 
40 mence and cease, or the Times and Places or the Maimer at and in 
which any Trammel, Trawl, or other Net or Nets, Engine or Engines, 
or any Boat to be employed in the said Fisheries shall be used, and 
also as to the Description, Size, Length, Dimension, and Form of Nets 
to be used m the said Fisheries, and the Size of the Meshes thereof; 
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or to the Prohibition of the Use of any Nets or Engines at any Times 
or Places as the said Commissioners shall think fit, or to the Prohibi- 
tion of any Practice whatsoever, tending in the Opinion of the said 
Commissioners to impede the taking of Fish, or to be in any Manner 
detrimental to the Fisheries, or as to any other Matter or Thing which 5 
shall in any Manner in the Opinion of the Commissioners relate to 
the Government, Protection, and Improvement of the Fisheries ; and 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners by any such Byelaw to 
prohil)it the Use at any Time or Season of any Engine or Device for 
the Capture of Fish which they may deem injurious, or to authorize 10 
the Use between Sunrise and Srmset of any Trammel or other Net on 
any Part of the Coasts of Ireland or the Islands thereof, where such 
Nets may in the Opinion of the Commissioners be used in the Day- 
time without Injury to the Fisheries ; and it shall be lawful for the 
said Commissioners to impose any Penalty not exceeding 'Twenty 15 
Poumb, in all Cases where any Penalty is not fixed by this Act, for 
any Breach of such Byelaws, Kules, Orders, and Regulations, and to 
direct that all Nets, Engines, or other Instruments whatsoever used 
contrary to any of such Byelaws, Rules, Orders, or Regulations shall 
be forfeited, destroyed, or removed, as tlie Case may require : Pro- 20 
vided always, that all such B}’elaws, Rules, Orders, and Regulations 
be not repugnant to any Law or Statute in force in Irelaird, and shall 
not injure the effective Working Power of any Mill or Factory, and 
shall be approved of and confirmed by the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time being in Council; 25 
and all the said Byelaws, Rules, Orders, and Regulations, w^hen so 
approved and confirmed, shall be binding and conclusive on all Persons 
as if the same had been contained in and enacted by this Act. 

XII. Provided always, That One Month at least before such Bye- 
laws, Rules, and Regulations shall be laid before the Lord Lieutenant 30 
or other Chief Governor or Governors for the Time being in Council 
for his or their Approval, a Copy of the same shall be deposited with 
the Clerk of the Peace for each County in Ireland in which such Bye- 
laws, Rules, and Regulations are proposed to be enforced, and with 
the Clerks of the Petty Sessions for each District in which it is pro- 35 
posed the same shall be enforced, and a Notice of the Lodgment of 
such intended Byelaws shall be posted at the usual Places for posting 
Notices in each such Pettj^ Sessions District ; and it shall be lawful 
for any Party who may consider himself aggrieved by any such 
intended Byelaws, Rules, and Regulations to appeal to the. Lord 40 
Lieutenant or other Governor or Governors for the Time being in 
Council against such intended Byela-ws, Rules, and Regulations. 

XIII. The said Byelaws, Rules, and Regulations, when ap- 
proved and sanctioned as aforesaid, shall be printed, and a Copy of 

the 
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the same shall be deposited with the Clerk of the Peace for each 
County in Ireland in which such Byelaws are proposed to be enforced, 
and with all the Coast Guard Officers at the different Stations, and 
with the Clerks of Petty Sessions for each District in which it is’ pro- 
5 posed the same shall be enforced in Ireland, and in such and so mauy 
different Places as to the said Commissioners shall seem fit ; and for 
the Purpose of convicting any Person offending against the said Bye- 
laws, Rules, and Regulations, a printed Copy of such Byelaws, 
obtained from the Office of any Clerk of the Peace or Clerk of the 
10 Petty Sessions (who is hereby required to furnish the same at the 
Price of Sixpence for each Copy), with whom the same may be 
lodged, and certified by him to be a true Copy thereof, shall be 
received and taken as full and sufficient Evidence of the Existence 
of such Byelaw and the due Publication thereof

all Cases where it shall hereafter become necessary to prove any 
such Byelaw, Order, Decision, Judgment, or Definition in any 
26 Court of Law or Justice, or elsewhere, a Copy obtained from the 
Office of any Clerk of the Peace with whom the same may be lodged, 
and certified by him to be a true Copy thereof, shall be received and 
taken as full and sufficient Evidence of the Existence of any such 
Byelaw, Order, Decision, Judgment, or Definition; and any such 
30 Byelaw, Order or Decision, Judgment or Definition, shah not be 
quashed, set aside, or adjudged void or insufficient for Want of Form 
only, and shall not be liable to be removed by Certiorari or otherwise 
anto Her Majesty’s Court of Queen’s Bench, or any other of Her 
Majesty’s Courts of Record in Dublin.

XV It shall be lawful for all Fishermen and Persons employed by Fisliermen, 
them to enter upon all such Beaches, Strands, and Wastes on or 
adjommg the Sea Shore or any Estuary, as may be necessary for the 
Bmpose of carrying on any Henmg or other Sea Fishing, and also to 
40 draw up and spread their Nets and land their Fish upon any such 
Beach, Stiand, or Waste ; Provided nevertheless, that they shall not 
elect any Fixtures or Fixed Nets thereon, save as herein-after provided.

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Provisions as XVI. It shall be lawful for all Watchmen, Directors, and Guiders 
of Fishermen, and all such Fishermen themselves, and such other 
Persons as shah, necessarily attend the Nets or Fishings at the Times 
of fisliing for Herrings, PEchards, and other Sea Fish, to enter and go 
into and upon any Lands which do lie or adjoin near unto any Fishing 5 
Place, fit, convenient, and necessary to watch and to draw or carry the 
Fish on shore, and there to watch for the said Fish, and to direct and 
guide the said Fishermen which shall be upon the Sea and Sea Coasts 
for the taking of the said Fish ; provided that no Person shall be 
empowered or authorized by this Act to enter in or upon any enclosed 10 
Garden, or any Tillage Land with a growing Crop thereon.

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XVII. If any Person shall resist or forcibly obstruct any Fisherman, 
or Person employed by him, in entering upon or using for the 
Purposes aforesaid, the said Beaches, Strands, Wastes, and other 
Lands (save Gardens and Lands with a growing Crop as aforesaid), 15 
every Person so oiFending for every such Oifence shall forfeit and pay 
any Sum not exceeding Five Pounds.

then the Occupier or Occupiers (if any) of the Land whereon the 
15 same is so erected, or the Owner or Owirers of such Land, if the same 
shall not be occupied, to attend at some convenient Place within the 
County or Jmlsdiction in which or on the Shore or Boundary of 
which any such Weir, Fixed Net, or Engine, or any Part thereof, may 
be so erected, constructed, maintained, or used ; and the Commissioners 
20 shall accordingly, at the Time and Place mentioned in any such Sum- 
mons, upon Proof of the personal Service of such Summons, or upon 
Proof of such Summons having been left at or on board the Vessel 
or at or posted on the known Residence of the Party or Parties so 
summoned, proceed to hear all such pertinent Evidence as may be

35 some Person to abate and remove such Weir, Fixed Net, or Engine, or 
Part thereof, at the Expense of the Party or Parties summoned, or 
such of them as shall appear to the Commissioners to have erected, 
constructed, maintained, or used the same, or suffered such Erection, 
Construction, Maintenance, or XJse», or any of them, and thereupon 
40 the same shall be abated and removed accordingly, and the Expense 
of abating and removing the same shall be recovered in a summary 
Way before any Justice of the Peace; and subject to the Appeal 
herein-afler provided for, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners to
